Your GP will explain 
your options, but if you still feel adoption is best for 
you and the child, there's plenty of help available. 
Contact the Social Services department at your local 
council, even if you're still not 100 per cent sure. They'll 
arrange for a counsellor to talk to you face-to-face 
and will take you through the alternatives. You can 
change your mind at any time during this process. 
Once the adoption order has been granted, there 
are several organisations that offer birth mothers 
post-adoption advice and counselling.

After that | was 
quite relieved. | remember telling my dad 
about it at teatime and he said, "Oh, lovely!" 


* When did you start wearing a bra? 
| was 15. | remember being so relieved 
that at last | had a bust. 


* What advice would you give to 
anyone with a similar problem? 
Remember that every girl's body is 
different and no two girls develop in 
exactly the same way. If you're a late 
starter, don't worry about it. You 
can be sure it'll happen eventually.

Waiting for your periods to start or 
your bust to develop can be a major 


nightmare. But just remember that 
it happens to every single girl. 


There's nothing you can do to 
speed the process up. But eating 
a healthy, well-balanced diet with 
loads of fruit and vegetables and not 
skipping meals will help ensure that 
your body functions properly. 


If you feel yourself getting wound 
up about it, talk to a friend and tell 
her how you feel.
